USDA livestock analyst sovss 


Cattle inventory report mU be 
constructive for cattle priced

USDA’s recent cattle in¬ 
ventory report probably 
will be constructive for cat¬ 
tle prices, USDA livestock 
analyst Ron GuBtafson 
told CNS. 

The most surprising 
figure was the 1981 calf 
crop of 44.7 million head, 
which was down 1% from a 
year ago, the analysts said. 
Pre-release calf-crop esti¬ 
mates compiled by CNS, by 
contrast, ranged from 45.4 
to 47.0 million head. 

The report showed total 
cattle and calves as of Jan. 
1 at 115.7 million head, up 
1% from a year ago, but 
outside the range of ana¬ 
lysts' expectations of 116.6 
to 115.5 million. 

The major reason ana¬ 
lysts misjudged the figures 
was because USDA revised 


the 1981 total cattle and 
calves figure and 1980 calf 
crop figure downward by 
more than 1 million head, 
said Chuck Levitt, live¬ 
stock analyst for Shearson/ 
American Express, Inc. 
The explanation for the two 
revisions Is that the severe 
drouth and heat wave dur¬ 
ing 1980 reduced concep¬ 
tion rates and increased 
death and abortion loss, 
which reduced productiv¬ 
ity, Levitt said. 

The expansion of the 
U.S. cow herd was less than 
anticipated, said John Gln- 
zel, livestock analyst with 
Drexel Burnham Lambert, 
Inc. However, cattle pro¬ 
ducers are still expansion- 
minded, as evidenced by 
the heifers held for beef re¬ 
placement figure of 108%, 


he said. 

Feeder cattle supplies 
will be tighter than ex¬ 
pected, with the number of

A $1 per head beef check¬ 
off program became effec¬ 
tive Feb. 1 in California 
when Governor Jerry 
Brown signed into law a 
bill hailed as "Lhe begin¬ 
ning of a major comprehen¬ 
sive beef marketing plan,” 
by ^California Cattlemen’s 
Assn, legislative advocate, 
Jottn Tooker. 

.‘v/The new law is expected 
,4o generate $6 million this 
year for a “self-help” beef 
marketing program that 
will be directed by the Cali¬ 
fornio Beef Council. Under 
the new law, according to 
CNS. California producers 
selling beef cattle to 
stocker feeders and stockor 
feeders selling cattle to 
feedlots will be assessed $1 


per each head sold in the 
state. California feed lots 
selling to packing plants in 
the state will bo assessed 
20c per cwt. carcass beef. 
There will be a 23c per cwt. 
levy for boxed beef, and 
32* per cwt. for honed beef. 
These mill levies will apply 
to beef brought into Cali¬ 
fornia also. 

Tooker characterized the 
new law as a hard-fought 
victory for advocates of a 
more aggressive beef mar¬ 
keting program, and ex¬ 
plained that efforts to pass 
the bill (which was killed In 
September and later re¬ 
vived) were hampered by 
emotional opposition in the 
local media generated in 
part by the large grocery

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Farm sector may 
face low income 

The U.S. farm sector is 
facing the possibility of a 
third consecutive year of 
low income in 1982 as large 
crops and weak economic 
conditions in the U.S, and 
abroad continue to domi¬ 
nate the agricultural out¬ 
look, USDA said recently. 

However, USDA noted 
that the 1982 outlook for 
farm income also will be af¬ 
fected by the northern 
hemisphere's winter grain 
production, the sire of the 
sou them hemisphere's 
summer crops, possible 
U.S. ecopomic recovery 
and the spring planting 
decisions of U.S, farmers. 

USDA currently esti¬ 
mates 1981 U.S. net farm 
.Income at $20 to $24 
billion, which would be up 
from a relatively weak $20 
billion In 1980. 

USDA said the overall 
downward pressure on 
farm Incomes during the 
past few years has affected 
individual types of farming 
.operations unevenly. 


USDA supports legisla¬ 
tion that would permit the 
interstate sole of state- 
inspected meat and poultry 
products but would oppose 
any proposals for special 
labeling restrictions on im¬ 
ported meat, a USDA offi¬ 
cial told the National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn. Convention 
recently. 

Donald Houston, chief of 
USDA 8 Food Safety and 
Inspection Service, told 
NCA the Reagan admini¬ 
stration wants to preserve 
state meat and poultry in¬ 
spection programs and 
does not want to see them 
turned over to the federal 
government.

Under current law the 
state inspection programs 
must maintain standards 
at least equal to those of 
the federal inspection pro¬ 
gram. However, state- 
inspected products are bar¬ 
red from interstate sale. 

A bill to lift the ban on 
interstate sale of state- 
inspected meat recently 
was introduced by Rep. 
William Wampler (R.-Va.), 
ranking member of the 
House Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee. 

According to Houston, 
House Agriculture Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Kika De 
La Garza (D-Texas), op¬ 
poses that bill. The legisla¬ 
tion, which was worked out 
by the National Associa¬ 
tion of State Departments 
of Agriculture in conjunc¬ 
tion with USDA, has been 
criticized by several meat 
and poultry trade organiza¬ 
tions. 

Houston said USDA op¬ 
poses proposals that would 
require imported meat pro¬ 
ducts to be labeled as im¬ 
ported or labeled to reflect 
the country of origin. He 
said this requirement 
would be extremely expen¬ 
sive for both consumers 
and the meat industry and 
could tend to inhibit 
foreign trade. 

Houston estimated the 
direct costs of the one-time 
labeling change to accomo¬ 
date an imported meat 
labeling requirement at 
$11.7 to $17 million. Tills 
could bring the total first- 
year cost of implementing 
such a requirement at 
$16.6 to $23 million, he 
said.

Marketing, promotion panel points 
out problems facing lamb industry 


Four experts in the area 
of marketing and promo¬ 
tion comprised a panel for 
the National Wool Growers 
Assn, convention held in 
Oregon recently. 

The panelists were 
Howard Derrick, El 
Dorado, Texas, chairman of 
the NWGA Lamb Promo¬ 
tion Co-ordination Commit¬ 
tee, Howard Wyman, 
Montgomery, III., secre¬ 
tary-treasurer, National 
Lamb feeders Assn., 
Wayne Halvorson, Port¬ 
land, president, Trade 
West, an exporting firm, 
and Roger Wasson, Den¬ 
ver, Colo., newly appointed 
executive director of the 
American Sheep Producers 
Council. 

The panel was moderated 
by Ernest Briakey, Cor¬ 
vallis, Ore., dean of the Col¬ 
lege of Agriculture, Oregon 
State University. Briakey 
pointed out that 20 years 
ago, per capita consump¬ 
tion of lamb was 5 lb.; to¬ 
day it ia leas than 2 lb. He 
said problems facing the 
lamb Industry include the 
lack of technology to pro¬ 
cess lamb, underdeveloped 
genetic potential in the 
sheep industry and the lack 
of profitability in today's 
marketing programs. 

Derrick zeroed in on meat 
imports and lack of funds 
for adequate promotion as 
two problems in marketing. 
“We’re the largest pro¬ 
ducer of meat in the world 
and yet we’re also the 
largest Importer of meat in 
. the world,” he said. 

Referring to promotional 
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funds, "Wo spend about 
$100,000 a year promoting 
lamb. This is a drop in ihe 
bucket.'' One brighter spot 
ho saw was the potential 
for a co-operative promo¬ 
tional effort with New 
Zealand. “Wc get much of 
our imported lamb from 
New Zealand and for¬ 
tunately, they send us their 
better products." He in¬ 
dicated an advantage ex¬ 
isted in a joint promotion 
of good quality lamb. 

Wyman said a big pro¬ 
blem in lamb marketing 
east of tho Missouri River 
was the largo percentage of 
buck lambs. These car¬ 
casses are difficult to sell 
ond we'ro going to have to 
discount thorn heavily," ho 
said. 

Halvorson said, “To ex¬ 
port, you must know your 
market and your competi¬ 
tion, which Is usually other 
countries. And once you 
enter a market, you've got 
to stay in it." 

“You can't sell lamba to 
a foreign market for one or 
two years and then drop 
out and expect to get back 
In again in another year. 
The buyers will forget or ig¬ 
nore you if they can't count 
on you as a constant 
source," he said. 

Howard Wyip an said the 
lamb feeders association 
felt they should take crodit 
for a couple of good things: 

• A fairly orderly mar¬ 
keting of lambs (“although 
we seem to have fallen out 
of bed this week" referring 
to a recent sharp drop in 
.lamb prices) and; 


• Tele-auctions. 

“These tele-auctions 
have certainly helped lhe 
smaller flock owners. I 
think this form of selling 
has a loL of merit, and will 
continue lo grow, especial¬ 
ly in the farm flock slates." 
he said. “1 doubt they will 
replace the more tradition¬ 
al marketing methods In 
the range states." 

Wyman snid the export 
offal morkol has been lost. 
“We shouldn't wait for iL to 
return, but should go after 
it. We also need to explore 
now markets and uses of of¬ 
fal, such as in pharma¬ 
ceuticals and how about 
lamb skinB for automobilo 
and motorcycle seats?" 

Halvorson said exporting 
Amorican products was dif¬ 
ficult because of the com¬ 
plexity of licenses, letters 
of credit, lines of credit and 
transportation costs. . He 
told of one attempt to ship 
lambs to Egypt. “My bid 
was three times that of 
other countries due to ac¬ 
quisition and transporta¬ 
tion costs. What really hurt 
was that Egypt bought the 
lambs they needed from 
another country using 
American dollars. I think if 
we’re going to give 
. economic aid.to..a country, 

- they should be required to 
spend at least some of that 
here," he said. - 

Wasson, the new ASPC 
executive, said he was just 
learning the marketing and 
promotional programs of; 
the council and outlined hls< 
intentions.

Grain embargo, a 
national weakness 

A possible reimposition 
of the U.S. grain embargo 
against the Soviet Union 
■ would be "self-defeating 
and a sign of national 
weakness," the leader of 
the largest general farm 
organization In the U.S. 
said recently. 

Robert Delano, head of 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation, said tile U.S. 
grain embargo lifted last 
year did not force its in¬ 
tended result of a Soviet 
withdrawal from Afghan¬ 
istan and imposing another 
embargo would not change 
conditions in'Poland. 

The farm bureau 
represents 3.2 million U.S. 
farm families. 

"Trade embargoes and 
moratoriums hurt the 
wrong people," Delano told 
a news conference at the 
opening of the Farm 
Bureau's annual meeting, 
reports UCN. 


The use of food as a 
political weapon "inhibits 
food production, cuts farm 
Income and antagonizes 
foreign customers," he 
said. Such embargoes bIbo 
. increase inflation and 
reduce the ability of the 
U.S. to pay for needed im- 
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supplies, hesaid.

This effort will in¬ 
clude an annual meat facts 
book, 

Anderson, who was direc¬ 
tor of consumer affairs for 
the American Meat In¬ 
stitute before taking tho 
California reins, pointed 
out that USDA is currently 
revising their Handbook 
No. 8, considered the nutri¬ 
tionists’ and dieticians’ bi- 
ble. The handbook has a 
nutritional profile of all 
foods, but many of the val¬ 
ues were done some time 
ago by technology that is 
now outdated. 

She said that there-is a 
new addition that updates 
nutritive values for 
chicken, and processed 
meats. "The beef industry, 
through the Livestock arid 
Meat Board, worked with 
USDA and the National 
Cattlemen’s Assn, to fund 
an extensive study that 
(gives) a nutritional profile 
of beef.... We are hopeful 
that (results of tho study) 
con soon be analyzed and 
put into a computer so 
there will be an official pro¬ 
file of beef available for 
health professionals," 
Anderson recounted. 

Beef can compare nicely 
with chicken, Anderson 
pointed out, and said that 

"nutritionists who made a 

recent comparison were 
surprised to find that beef 
has in the neighborhood of 
about 68 rtiilllgrams of 
cholesterol/100 gram por¬ 
tion (about two slices of 
roast beef, trimmed and 
jean), compared to chicken 
in the same amount being 

around 71 milligrams." 

The other thing the new 
value showed is that Prime 
grade meat has about 12% 
fat in the muscle, or marbl¬ 


ing area, while Choice is 
about 8% and Good 6%, so 
there really is not that 
much difference between 
the Choice and Good that 
most consumers buy in the 
supermarket,' ’ according 
to Anderson. "The impor¬ 
tance of having these 
values is that rather than 
just saying 'hoy, our pro¬ 
duct is groat,' wo can soy, 
'Here is tho profile of beof; 
this is why it’s got nutri¬ 
tional benefits and.., 
value'," she continued. 

Anderson expressed 
hope that the future will 
see some "terrific promo¬ 
tions coming out of the na¬ 
tional campaign." She 
went on to say that "wo 
have been very nctive in 
working through the beef 
industry council to develop 
a single message that tells 
the best story possible 
about beef." 

Don Jackson added that 
until recently there were 
several parta of the in¬ 
dustry doing beef promo¬ 
tion one way or another, 
and it seemed important to 
attain unity both economi¬ 
cally, and in developing 
promotional material. "We 
wanted to hovo n common 
theme, o kind of oneness of 
effort, and this is prohnbly 
the greatest unity tho meat 
industry has shown," ho 
said. He wont on Lo say 
that the 1982 advertising 
campaign will begin with a 
six-week television adver¬ 
tising program beginning 
right after En9tcr. Tho TV 
adg will include "prime 
time" spots, as wall us 
morning and daytime slots. 

Anderson pointed out the 
new advertising agency 
handling' this campaign, 
Botsford Kotchum, did 
some basic consumer re¬ 
search before tlioy made 
any promotional recom¬ 
mendations aL all. "The

sUiers weighing 500 lb. and 
up equaling the year-ago 
figure and Lhe numbor of 
other heifers down 1 %, said 
Tom Morgan, livestock 
analyst with Heinold Com¬ 
modities, Inc. Cash feeder 
cattle prices are likely to be 
higher in the spring than 
expected, he said. 

The outlook for fed cattle 
prices is improved, based 
on the report, Levitt said. 
Fed cattle prices could 
average in the upper $60 
range during the second 
quarter rather than the mid 
$60 range, he said. 

Jim Nix, livestock ana¬ 
lyst for USDA’s World 
Food Board, also said the 
report could support fore¬ 


casts for stronger cattle 
prices. 

“Nothing in the report 
should cause anyone to 
lower their cattle price 
forecast, Nix said. 

He said the report in¬ 
dicated there still were 
relatively large numbers of 
cattle outside of feedlots 
that could be placed on feed 
or contribute to non-fed 
slaughter. 

Nix said a return to 
severe weather conditions 
this winter or changes in 
demand-side factors such 
as U.S. general economic 
conditions or retail beef 
movement could oversha¬ 
dow much of the inventory 
report's near-term cattle 
price impact.
